All Wrong in Monroe Doctrine 


SO SAYS SENATOR WOLCOTT. 


LONDON, Jan. 22.—Grief and death have 


a;ain visited the royal family of England. 
Prince Henry of Battenberg, the husband 
of Queen Victoria's youngest child, the 
Princess Beatrice, is dead. 


Tbe Standard was the first the first to 


announce the prince's death, and the 
news was soon confirmed at the royal 
home at Osborne house. 


Prince Henry was taken ill while ac- 


companying the 
British 
expedition 


against the Ashantees. He died Monday 
night, January 20, on board the British 
cruiser, Blonde, Trhile on his return voy- 
age from the Cape Coast Castle to Sierra 
Leone. 


Queen Victoria was intensely aglated 


upon receipt of the news, and the Prin- 
cess Beatrice is almost crazed with grief. 
The queen's review of the flying squadron 
off the Isle of Wight has been abandoned 
in consequence of the royal death. 


Prince Henry Maurice of Battenberg 


IMS the son of Frinoe Alexander of Bat- 
tenberg Hesse and Countess Von Lauck, 
daughter of a former Polish minister of 
war who was raised to the rank of prin- 
cess on her morganatic marriage with the 
ruler of Hesse. Henry was born October 
5, 165S, and was married July 23,1885, to 
Princess Beatrice Mary Victoria Feodora' 
the ninth and youngest child of Queen 
Victoria. 


Prince Henry was appointed governor 


of the Isle of Wight and of Carisbrook 
castle, and although not really an officer 
of the regular army of Great Britain was 
indicated as a colonel in the army list. In 
November Prince Henry joined the British 
Ashantee expedition in a special capacity 
and sailed December 7. Col. Sir Francis 
Scott, commanding the expedition, ap- 
pointed him his military secretary. Be- 
fore going he had his life insured for {900,- 


000, the heaviest single life insurance ever 
taken out. 


Flags are flying at halfmart on the war- 


ships and on public and private buildings 
in London and all the great towns, as a 
mark of respect to the memory of Prince 
Henry. Manifestations of sorrow at his 
death are everywhere visible and expres. 
storm of sympathy with the Queen and 
Princess Beatrice are heard on all sides. 


TURKEY RECEIVES ATTENTION. 


Strongest Kind of a Resolution Intro- 


duced In the Senate. 


(Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Foreign matters 


in connection with Turkey and Cuba took 
the attention of the senate today. 


Mr. Cullom of Illinois from the commit- 


tee on foreign relations reported a con- 
current resolution in regard to the Armen- 
ian outrages in Turkey. The resolution 
declares it to be the imperatire duty in 
the interest of humanity to express an 
earnest hope that the European concerted 
action to be brought about by the treaty 
of Berlin, be speedily given its just effect 
in such decisive measures as shall stay the 
hand of fanaticism and lawless violence, 
and as shall assure to the unoffending 
Christians of the Turkish empire all rights 
belonging to them. It asks that the pres- 
dent be requested to oo mmunicate the 
resolution to the governments of Great 
Britain, Germany, Austria, France, Italy 
and Russia, and that congress will support 
the president in the most vigorous action 
he shall take tor the protection and secur- 
ity of American citizens in Turkey. 


The resolution went over until tomor- 


row, 
when it will come up for action. 


In tha senate today ilso Call's resolution 


directing the secretary of state to send to 
the senate the despatches of the United 
States consuls relating to the war now 
carried on in Cuba, was reported back 
adversely from the committee on foreign 
relations and was at the reqnesf of Mr. 
Call placed on the calendar.

What She Said as to Her Future Course 


Before Leaving Today.

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Miss Clara Bar- 


ton, 
president of the American Bed 


Cross society sailed today on the steam- 
ship New York for Southampton, enroute 
to Constantinople, where she will seek 
permission to enter Armenia to adminis- 
ter relief to the afflicted in that country • 
Accompanying Miss Barton arc Miss Lucy 
Graves, stenographer; Ernest Mason, 
linguist; George H. Pullman, private sec- 
retary to Miss Barton; and Or. J. B. Hub- 
bell, general field agent of the society in 
America. 


A large crowd was at the dock to bid 


the party bon voyage. 
In England, 


France and Germany Miss Barton will 
confer with the heads of all the Bed Cross 
eocieties with a view to securing intelligent 
co-operation. She said thia morning she 
did not start on her (journey in a spirit of 
bravado. She would use all diplomatic ef- 
forts to accomplish her mission, failing 
in which she could do nothing bat sin- 
cerely regret that such a humane object 
should be repelled. 


AGAINST MONROE DOCTRINE. 


Senator Wolcott or Colorado Delivers a 


Strong Address In the Senate Today. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—In the Senate 


today Wolcott of Colorado made a speech 
in condemnation of the recent action of 
the executive and of Congress in connec- 
tion with the Monroe doctrine. He con- 
tends that the so-called Monroe doctrine 
has been misapplied in the pending con- 
troversy over the Venezuelan boundary 
line. 


He declared the letter of Secretary Ol- 


ney to Ambassador Bayard was from a 
diplomatic point of view almost incenf 
diary. The president's message, he said, 
glowed with talk of war, and congress 
with feverish haste appointed a commis- 
sion that now stands more as a menace 
than a guarantee of peace. 


Senator Wolcott proceeded to condemn 


the whole controversy so far as it was 
based on the Monroe doctrine. 
He said 


there had never been a doctrine more 
misunderstood or misapplied.

on the basis of sixteen to one. The meet- 
ing is held behind closed doors. It is ex- 
pected a deal will be negotiated with the 
Populists whereby both orgp-iizationa will 
have their conventions in th j same place 
and at the same time.

Chief Kendall 
told of a conversation he had with the 
young men. Hayea and Nestor testified 
and were as innocent as could be. Hayes 
said he had been shoveling snow for sev. 
eral weeks, altheogh there was none, and 
he had been at the shanty to get air as he 
had a bad appetite, Nestor was craftier 
than Hayes. He kept up a surface of 
dense ignorance, but did not make any 
foolish statements. 


Justice Woodhead nad the clerk hunt 


up the records of 'Nestor and Hayes. 
Hayes has a lengthy record and Nestor 
had one, too. The court sentenced Hayes 
to three months in the house of correction 
for each offence. Nestor was sentenced 
to Concord reformatory and appealed- 
He was ordered to find sureties in $400 for 
his appearance at court. 
Hutchinson 


was placed on probation for six months 
because it appeared that he had been 
drawn in by the other two.

classification is as follows: History, bio-

The library has been open 262 days and 


58,170 volumes have been loaned for home 
use 35,165 during the day and 23,005 after 
6 o'clock in the evening, an average of 
5816 per month, 1332 per week fand 222 per 
day. 
The largest circulation of any one 


week was that ending with March 9,1895, 
when 1759 volumes were loaned, of any 
one day that of Saturday March 16, when 
491 volnmes were loaned. 


The classification of the home use of 


the library is as follows: History, bio- 
graphy and travel, 1901 (per cent 3.3), art, 
science, poetry and literature 3237, (per 
cent 5.8),flction 30,063,(per cent 51.7), jnver 
nlle notion 15,205,(per cent 26.1),classified 
juvenile 2316, (per cent 4.)

The ten months since March 1,1895 have 
been of usual interest and activity in all 
departments of the library, and the report 
of its growth and usefulness compare 
favorably with that of preceding years, 
notwithstanding the average to January 1 
may be a trifle less.

Another worthy gift is that of the valuable 
collection of music and musical literature 
from David* Roberta, which has been 
much appreciated by the music loving 
people of our city.

placed, and filled with educational works, 
gives better facilities for making the helps 
in this department as free and unre- 
stricted as possible.and this effort is being 
recognized by the teachers of the public 
schools.

FIREMEN CALLED OUT. 


A Slight Blaze In a New Block on Brook- 


lyn Street. 


Smoke was seen coming out of a third 


story window in the new block owned by 
Lemuel Rich on Brooklyn street about 5 
o'clock yesterday and a boy hastened to 
ring in an alarm from box fifty-one on 
Brooklyn street. He was unsuccessful in 
the attempt and ran down the hill to box 
fourteen, corner oC River and Brooklyn 
streets, and there too, his efforts were un- 
availing. He broke the glass and secured 
the key in each instance, but says he 
could not pull the alarm at either box. A 
telephone message was sent to the central 
office advising the operator to ring an 
alarm from box thirteen. Whoever sent 
in the call must have been rattled for box 
fourteen was meant, instead of thirteen, 
which is on the Johnson ground. The 
whistle did not blow plainly enough to 
apprise the public of the number to be 
given, yet in the hose rooms the tickers 
showed that box thirteen had been rung, 
and hose 1 responded to the alarm. Tne 
fire was in the third story of the newly 
finished building and probably caught 
from the stove used to dry the plastering 
in the rooms. There was more smoke 
than fire, and as much water as there was 
smoke, because of the bursting of a piece 
of hose on the stairway. The false alarm 
of last week from box fifty-one was sent 
in for a supposed fire in the same building. 
Chief Byars will make an investigation to 
ascertain, if possible, the cause of yester- 
day's fire. 


SHOULD GIVE NOTICE. 


State Inspector 
Should Know 
Where 


Boilers Are. 


George A. Lord, the state inspector of 


steam boilers and examiner of engi- 
neers and firemen for the four western 
counties of the state, says that owners of 
the steam boilers coming under the 
provisions of the law are evidently not 
aware of the penalty for failure to give 
notice of the location of boilers to be ex- 
amined. The inspector has no trouble in 
finding the state of things at large plants, 
but there are in every large town many 
small boilers and engines in use which, in 
the absence of notice from the owners, he 
has to find by "luck and chance," so to 
speak. Thia not only consumes the time 
of the inspector, but the omission to give 
notice as called for by the law involves 
liability to a severe penalty, as will be 
seen by the following, which is section 1 
of an act relative to the inspection of 
steam bailers. 


"It shall be the duty of every corpora- 


tion, firm or individual, owning or using, 
or causing to be used, within this common- 
wealth, a steam boiler or boilers (except- 
ing boilers upon locomotives, boilers in 
private residences, boilers under the juris- 
diction of the United States, boilers that 
are under the periodically guaranteed in- 
spection of companies that have complied 
with all the laws of this commonwealth, 
boilers need exclusively for agricultural, 
horticultural and creamery purposes, or 
boilers of less than three horse power), 
within sixty days after the passage of this 
act, and annually thereafter, to report to 
the chief of the district police the location 
of such steam boiler or boilers."

BICYCLING MAY BRING GOOD ROADS. 


Tbe bicycle seems destined to work 


still greater wonders than to change the 
wearing apparel of women, or turn the 
heads of men. It is exerting a wide Influ- 
ence for good roads. 


Just as the wheelmen have made them- 


selves politically felt, as in New York 
state for instance, so now they propose 
to combine their strength in an effort to 
secure good country roads. 


The League of American Wheelmen, 


numbering thousands of earnest, enthusi- 
astic wheelmen, has established an active 
campaign in the interest of an improve- 
ment in the condition of country roads. 
Riders of bicycles who ranke long tours 
are able to judge of the condition of the 
country roads because they see them in 
all varieties, and have all sorts ot road 
experiences in their travels. Their nat- 
ural interest in the subject of roads has 
made them conspicuous in the movement 
for road reform, and given those who are 
antagonizing the movement an opportun- 
ity to create » belie! in the minds of some 
farmers that the idea of improving the 
roads is simply an attempt to get the 
owners of property to provide roads for 
the benefit of wheelmen. 


But the interest of I he wheelmen is not 


•11 selfish. They are not trying to awaken 
interest in the proper construction and 
maintenance of country roads only for 
their own good. 
They are not unwise 


enough to believe that they can hoodwink 
the American-fanner and lead him into 
an expenditure of money and energy for 
the benefit of tourists only. They know 
that there will be no improvement in the 
condition of the average country road un- 
less the farmen are brought to see that 
better roads mean increased transporta- 
tion facilities and a shortening of the dis- 
tance between their farms and the mark- 
ets in which they dispose of their pro- 
ducts. 


An illustrated 
catalogue, entitled 


"Country Roads," has Just been gotten 
out by the League and is being sent ont 
free to all who ask for a copy and send 
one cent to cover the postage. This book 
contains specific directions for road build- 
ing and road repair, with sectional views 
showing principles of construction. The 
matter of ditching and draining receives 
particular attention, and bridging is also 
discussed. To read it, one high authority 
says, is to become convineed that tbe 
roads of the United States could be great- 
ly improved with little additional cost to 
the taxpayers, even under the present sys- 
tem,if county and town officials who have 
the roads in charge would endeavor to 
make road repairs in accordance with its 
directions. Road officials would soon fl nd 
that sections of road well constructed 
need little repair and that a reduction in 
the demand for repair work would enable 
them to gradually increase the mileage of 
good roads without materially increasing 
the expenditure for road purposes. 


College professors who do very well as 
teachers of philosophy, theology, Latin 
and Greek, chemistry, physios, history, 
and rhetoric, are now assuming to Instruct 
the public in questions of politics and 
foreign policy .as to which usually there is 
no other set of men so ignorant as they. 
Moreover, they are constitutionally timid. 
They are terribly afraid of war. They 
have aot been trained in the fierce compe- 
tition which hardens the moral muscle of 
other men, but have lived apart in seclu- 
sion and under protection. They are eas- 
ily bluffed and easily hoodwinked. So 
long as England keeps a stiff upper lip 
they are sure to knuckle under. They are 
distrustful of this country, and hence they 
are prone by natural inclination to side 
with Its critics. At any rate, they are 
ready tosacrince so small a thing as the 
Monroe doctrine seems to them in order 
to.avokl trouble. In their own special anc 
narrow field they may sea far and deep; 
bqt their view of contemporary public 
questions is superficial, and regarding 
them they are easily deceived.—New Yortt 
Bon.

There is no such likelihood 
at the Park street crossing, where only 
nine trains pass in a day and everybody 
knows when to expect them. Then again, 
there are to be gates there noon and 
with proper attendance on the part of 
the gate-tender and a continuance of the 
carefulness of the street railway employes, 
accidents are not only improbable but al- 
most impossible.

A draad Ootlooh OT« the BeantUttl Ant- 


arctic Scenery. 


On Deo. 11 sighted the edge of the Ice 


pack from tbe crow's nest and shot my 
first seal, which was of the white kind, its 
skin being injured by several deep scratch- 
es. It was cold up In the white cask on the 
maintop that morning. Before us wore the 
icefields, with tbe strong lea blink in the 
air above us, and as we drew near to the 
edge the snow white petrels became more 
and more numerous They ale of the size 
of an ordinary pigeon, but much more 
graceful. Their large eyes are deep black, 
as are also their bold, curved beak and 
their efegant fobbed feet. They seemed 
almost transparent as with spread, quiet 
wings they soared in the air about the 
crow's nest, where I was hanging on to 
one end of a large telescope heavy enough 
to lift me In seesaw fashion far out of the 
nest every time I let it glide too far out 
over the tipper edge of the barrel. 


Like th'o pricking qf pins the snow crys- 


tals blew against my face, and I had con- 
tinually to dry the telescope glasses with 
my woolen mittens, ati the vapor frol* my 
breath settled on the lecsos in numberless 
crystals, and formed an extra sheet of 
glass. Bnt they wure glorious, those hours 
on tht lookout I Tho air was generally 
clear, and the human eye could see, even 
from the dock, great distances within those 
southern latitudes 
Only from the crow's 


nest can one fully appreciate the super- 
natural charm of antarctic scenery. Up 
there you stem lifted above the pettiness 
and troubles of everyday life. 
Your hori- 


eon Is wide, and from your high position 
yon rule the little world below yon. On- 
ward, onward stretch the icefields, the 
narrow olmncols about the ship arc opened 
and closed again by current and wind, and 
as you strain your Bight to t:.o utmost to 
find the best places for the vessel to pene- 
trate, your eyes wander from the ship's 
bow out toward the horizon, where flora 
and channels seem to form one densa vast 
Icefield. Ice and snow cover «para and 
ropes, and everywhere are perfect peace 
and silence. 


We alwafyg observed the white, shining 


reflection of the- Icefields In the air, and 
wetwero thus warned from afar even of 
tbe presence of a narrow stream of ice ot 
an iceberg. This iotf blink and the pres- 
ence of the white petrel never deceived us.

who could make their escape, he turned 
bis face to the enemy, being snrronnded 
by his personal attendants, Negnssie, 
his interpreter; bis servant, Ailn Mari- 
am, Hold Gaber, and some others. He 
was tbe first to be wounded, and Ke- 
gnssie tried to help bim along, giving 
him his arm. This attempt proving a 
failure, his servants defended bim while 
their ammunition lasted. Finally, seeing 
that Major Toselli was dead, Negnssie 
shot himself with his revolver, Alia 
Mariam followed his example, and Uold 
Qaber stabbed bimsulf with his dagger. 


This account is given by one of the 


regulars who oame in with General Ari- 
mondi. This chivalrous devotion of the 
native troops to the Italian officers agrees 
with ail that we hear from tbe colony 
and with -what we know of the general 
relations of the officers with their men, 
and explains the stanchness of the bat- 
talions daring this long and desperate 
battle, only one party of the irregulars 
and none of the regulars attempting to 
retreat until the order was given.— 
Borne Correspondent.

Brethren Across the Ocean. 


Dopew Suggests an Interna- 


tional Tribunal 


for lh« Selllimeni ol Disputes Between the 


Two Create*! Nation* 


ALBANY, Jun. 2Z.—Chauncey M. Depew 


delivered here, toat night, an address on 
"Patriotism and Jingoism" before the 
New York State Baratsociatlon. He said: 


Never during the 17 years of our exist- 


ence has our meeting l)een held at a period 
BO Interesting and at the same tlmo so 
fraught with dangers. Ours Is a lawyers' 
government. It Was the agitation by tho 
patriotic members of 1h» profession which 
brought on tho Revolutionary War. It 
was the conservative wisdom of the law- 
yers which framed the constitution of tho 
United States. Twenty of our 24 presi- 
dents have been lawyers, as were 34 of the 
M signers of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, aud 30 of the S5 members of the con- 
vention which framed the constitution of 
the United States. A large majority of 
the members of both houses of congress 
and of both houses ot the legislatures of 
the several states have always been, and 
•till are, members of the profession. 


The checks and safeguards against revo- 


lutionary action which distinguish the 
institutions of the United States from 
those of all other democracies are the 
fruits of the wisdom and foresight of 
great minds trained to the law. There- 
fore the sentiment contained in Cicero's 
famous maxim, "silent leges Inter arma," 
is specially pregnant for the hour. Gioero 
was the greatest lawyer of his time, and 
of the whole Roman period. 
When 


Cicero's throat was cut upon the highway 
by the soldiers of Antony, the body ot 
Roman law, which protected life and 
property, and judicially decided rights 
and remedied wrongs, and which had 
been 500 years in slow and laborious con- 
struction, was buried'with his blood. 


From that time until the Dark Ages the 


will of the autocrat of the hour was the 
law of the world. It devastated prov- 
inces. It depopulated countries. It made 
deserts of vast territories 
It consigned to 


untimely graves with every form of horror 
and suffering untold millions of the 
human r.ico. The falling temple of lib- 
erty carried down in its ruins civilization, 
law, learning, art, humanity and re- 
ligion. Centuries passed by, all dedicated 
to war, until the church arrested its 
savagery for the moment by the trace of 
God. 


But, for ages yet to come, under the 


necessities for protection, induced by per- 
petual wais, Europe was divided into mas- 
ters and slaves—the masters the feudal 
lords, and their armed retainers — the 
slaves, the tillers of the soil, the artisans 
and laborers. The tradition and educa- 
tion of the ages that rights could only be 
established and wrongs could only b* 
redressed by the sword, created the Law 
of the Sword. For hundreds of years all 
disputes were settled by the gauge of bat- 
tle. 
CiTlllitttlon'. Orowth. 


Tho best evidence of healthy public sen- 


timent, or, rather, of Christian civiliza- 
tion and enlightenment in the law, is that 
today the man who loses caste in the duel 
is not he who refuses, but he who chal- 
lenges. In every state in the Union the 
duellist has become by statute a felon, and 
the most striking instance of any of tba 
change of public sentiment is that juries 
never hesitate to convict him of a crime. 


While this healthful advance in civiliza- 


tion and this undoubted public sentiment 
supporting it, mark the new relations be- 
tween individuals, there has been little If 
any progress in the peaceful, lawful and 
orderly sentiment of International dis- 
putes, Involving communities. 
The bar- 


barous, murderous and uncertain meth- 
ods of the ancient and the mediaeval periods 
still prevail. The alarms of war agitate a 
world. The battle blood which is the in- 
heritance of the ages is aflame for fight. 


So strong is the power of custom thai 


this right to appeal to private combat by 
the dropping of a glove before the judge 
that the arbitrament of arms actually re- 
mained a part of the statute law of Eng- 
land's colonies In America until the inde- 
pendence of our republic—and of Eng- 
land herself until 1818. Nay, more, it 
survived in active practice until BO years 
ago, in the form of the duel, in nearly 
every part of this country. No man could 
retain his position at the bar or in society 
who would refuse a challenge. 


Only one power keeps the nations of 


Europe from Instantly declaring war. 
The bankers and business men have be- 
come the arbiters between nations. In 
modern conflicts, so vast and expensive 
are the preparations for and operations of 
war that the longest purse wins. The 
only two nations which may be said to be 
free from this thraldom, because ot their 
wealth, their commerce and credit, are the 
United States and Great Britain. 


Em»r to Stir Cp Stxlf*. 


The events of the post few weeks have 


demonstrated how easy it is to arouse the 
fighting blood among our own people. 
The strongest evidence of the fervor and 
force of this sanguinary sentiment among 
us today is the action of congress upon the 
president's Venezuela message. 
By the 


constitution of the United States the war 
power belongs to congress, and yet the 
senate and bouse of representatives with 
unanimity and hot haste rushed to record 
their approval of what they believed at 
the time to be a declaration of war. 
The 


lesson seems to be enforced that a hasty 
or passionate president) could plunge the 
nation into war, and the reason and justi- 
fication for its sacrifices of blood and 
treasure and Industrial interests would be 
left for academic discussion after the strife 
was over. 


Then are occasions when war Is both 


right and necessary, and a nation must 
embark upon It without counting the con- 
sequences, but the Issue of battle is never 
certain, nor does the arbitrament of war 
always, end in right and justice. The 
struggle between Pruasia and Austria for 
Mipremacy in the German empire was de- 
cided not by the merits of the ease, but 
by the needle gun in the bands of the 
Prussians used against the old-fashioned 
musket of the Anstrians, 


Our war of 1812 was right if our dispute 


with Great Britain and our demand for 
fair treatment and justice could not be 
settled by arbitration. It is a curious and 
impressive fact that the purpose for 
which that war was made was not gained 
br the war. The oasus belli was not eon- 
M'lend in the treaty of peace, but was 
settled afterward by arbitration. 
The 


Civil War might have been averted at one 
time by payment of a proper indemnity 
to the owners of (he slaves. 


The rcpublio united and free is worth all 


that it cost both iu blood and treasure, 
nnd much more; and yet, had the south 
been as strong in credit and lesources, 
with as large an available lighting popu- 
lation as tho north, it is doubtful whether 
a war between men of the same blood, 
each thinking they were fighting for the 
right, would not have ended in a drawn 
battle. 
Th. Fnunt CrUl*. 


Coming to the portion ef his remarks re- 


lating to the Monroe doctrine, he said: 


Now Is the time for the profession to 


perform a 'great work upon the lines of 


f theronturlrs in promoting 


international arbitration. 
Tho present 


dispute between the 
English-speaking 


races which Is agitating the world calls 
for both practical wisdom and legalnou- 
men for its solution. 
There Is no dissent 


in this country from the Monroe doctrine. 
No European aggressions upon tho Amer- 
icas will be permitted by tna United 
States which endanger our safety or sub- 
ject our sister republics to European des- 
potisms. 


Yet anyone who studies (he Monroe 


doctrine will see how iu each individual 
case, except where there is a flagrant 
violation, like the French invasion ot 
Mexico, the applicable interpretation of it 
should be the subject of judicial deter- 
mination. The president's message to con- 
gress presents a novel view of the princi- 
ple. 
If there is a dispute as to * boundary 


line between a South American republic 
and a European power, no matter how in- 
significant, we must demand that the 
two governments arbitrate the line, and if 
they refuse, we must find out as best we 
can what the lino is and enforce It by war. 
If, however, pending our inquiry, the two 
parties agree, wo have no further rights or 
duties. Tills seems to surrender the doc- 
trine, if Venezuela or Brazil chooses to 
sell a portion of Its lands. 


A slight extension of the principle com- 


pels us to assume a protectorate over all 
these republics. Their governments are 
In almost, perpetual revolution, and the 
military dictator of the hour confiscates 
property right and left, except that of 
foreigners. We might, at the whim or 
necessities of the successful military dic- 
tator of Venezuela or the Argentines, of 
Brazil or Bolivia, of Paraguay or Pern, of 
Yucatan or Honduras, of Chili or Bolivia, 
be Involved in frequent wars with the 
powers of Europe. This would, require on 
Immense navy aud large standing army. 


The feeling in the United States against 


Great Britain is more easily aroused than 
against other countries for many reasons. 
In the first place, wo ore blood relations, 
and family quarrels are always hasty and 
fierce. The attitude of her government 
during our Civil War was specially Irritat- 
ing, and disputes about boundary linos 
and fisheries have frequently arisen. But 
while this feeling has not abated with us, 
there hits come into power in Great Brit- 
ain a force unknown and unheard of ab 
the time of George III or tho war of 1813, 
or even our Civil War. It is the all-power- 
ful democracy of Great Britain which 
universal suffrage has brought to the 
front and which today is the real power 
In the British Islands. This force Is cor- 
dial in its friendship for our people and 
country. There ore no obstacles in the 
way of a peaceful adjustment upon a per- 
manent basis of all present and future 
difficulties between the democratic spirit— 
the people—of the United States and the 
democratic spirit—the people—ot Great 
Britain. 


United State. Perfectly Safe. 


The United States is the only nation 30 


situated that it can with honor and safety 
move upon the pathway of peace for an in- 
ternational com't of arbitration. North of 
us lies C(inadif-.wlth its vast territories. 
It seeks no war. It wants no hostilities 
and no disagreements with our rapubllc. 
So there Is no danger from Canada. To 
the south of us is'Mexico, with only 12,000,- 
000 of people, of whom 10,000,000 ore In- 
dians, uneducated and degraded. 
We 


need fear nothing from Mexico. Farther 
away are the republics of the isthmus of 
Darien and of South America. We have 
no fear of them. And now look nt Europe. 


It is 3000 miles across the ocean from 


the nearest seaport ot my European power 
to any seaport of the United States. 
Ac- 


cording to the census of 1890 we have 
0,300,000 fighting men. The experience o( 
the Civil War has shown that from them 
could 
be drafted, mobilized and In- 


structed in three months 3,000,000 of sol- 
diers. All the transports and .navies of 
the world could not land upon our shores 
an army which could march 100 miles 
from the sea coast. 


Had there been an international court 


of arbitration in the Venezuelan matter. 
Lord Salisbury could not have pleaded 
that there was a boundary line embracing 
territory so long and unquestionably held 
by the British that they could not* in 
honor submit the question ct their title to 
the court. 


Secure in our Isolation, supreme in our 


resources, unequaled in our reserves, and 
free from dangerous neighbors, we occupy 
among the nations ot the globe a position 
so exalted and safe that to compare us 
with other countries would be absurd. 
The statesman or the politician who really 
fears for the safety of this country is a 
fool. Tha statesman or politician who 
does not fear (because he knows bettor', 
and who yet preaches of our weakness and 
our vulnerability, is a demagogue, and he 
insults the Intelligence pf the American 
people. This great reservoir of force for 
all purposes—the American republic—this 
mightiest engine of war and most benefi- 
cent power for peaee on the face of tho 
globe, can extoud the right band of fellow- 
ship to warring brethren across the At- 
lantic and promulgate with honor and 
dignity a scheme for an international tri- 
bunal, and lead in the movement. 


The Idea of securing at any early date 


an international court representing and 
embracing all the nations of Europe and 
ot North and South America is probably 
at present Utopian. The tremendous war 
spirit existing among the peoples of con- 
tinental Europe, the office-holding and 
patronage of their armies, the problems 
of race, balance of power and dynasty in- 
volved, would deter any of those nations 
from an Immediate acceptance of the in- 
ternational court. 


But die United States and Great Brit- 


ain have no reason to be guided by the 
standards of th. continent. They have 
the same common law. Their legislation 
has been for the past 6X1 years along 
similar lines of progress and liberty. 
Their courts and methods of procedure are 
•like in most of their characteristics. 


It Is possible for these two great coun- 


tries, out of this present difficulty, to 
evolve a tribunal of international law and 
justice, which shall be in perpetual ses- 
sion, whose members shall be selected 
with such care, whose dignity shall receive 
snob recognition and whose reputation 
shall be so great that each nation can sub- 
mit to it any question in dispute and bow 
to its decision with safety and honor.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The question of 


the recognition of Cuban belligerency la 
more than anything else "in the air." 
The sub-committee of the senate foreign 
affairs committee are preparing their re- 
port, anil the administration is believed to 
hn\e the matter under most serious con- 
sideration. 


Among the Massachusetts delegation in 


the house, the general sentiment; is that a 
recognition of bdtllgerency would at this 
time be unjustifiable and inopportune. 
Representative Mofge does not under- 
stand what there is to recognize, since the 
Insurgents "nave no government, no con* 
itltution and no port of entry."

A canvass of more- than a majority of 


both Republican and Democratic members 
of the committee failed to discover any 
member who endorses it. Courtesy to 
their colleagues of the senate impels the 
members of the committee in the other 
house to refrain frqm patting themselves 
on record in interviews as opposed to the 
resolution, but in conversation they do not 
hesitate to criticise the yerbiafte of it and 
to deprecate the policy which brings it 
forward at this particular time. 


One of the foremost authorities on dip- 


lomatic matters In the house sold that he 
deemed it very poor diplomacy to take 
any steps tending to increase the tension 
between the government' and Great Bri- 
tain in what practically amounted to a 
crisis.

NOT TO_RETIRE. 


Juslioe Field Denies Certain Rumors WMeh Hid 


Gained Circifatlon. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—When Justice 


field was asked regarding the report that 
be would retire at the end of this term, he 
said: 
"No such statement has been au- 


thorized by me. Of conrso a man at my 
Mine of life might retire from the bench 
at any time. If my health should not per- 
mit me to attend to my duties easily, I 
should not hesitate to leave the bench, 
but so long as I can attend to those duties 
with ease I have no intention of retiring. 
At present my health is very good. Should 
I ugain be as sick a? I was last year, I 
should not hesitate to retire.

stories in regard to my intention of retir- 
ing have been circulated repeatedly, but 
without any authority." 


It is generally understood that Justice 


Field is ambitious to exceed the term of 
service of Chief Justice Marshall, whose 
84% years on the supreme bench consti- 
tute the longest term of service in the his- 
tory of'the court. Justice Field was ap- 
pointed by President Lincoln in March, 
1863. 


Silver Dollars Galore. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—When the pres- 


ent administration came into power, there 
were in the treasury about $29,000,000 in 
silver dollars, coined from bullion pur- 
chased under the act of 1890 and available 
for the redemption of treasury notes is- 
sued In payment for the bullion pur- 
chased. Since August, 1893, about 118,- 
000,000 of these notes have been redeemed 
In silver dollars and cancelled. The secre- 
tary of the treasury has now decided to 
coin from the bullion now on hand, and 
purchased under the act of 1890, about 
118,000,000, which will restore the amount 
of dollars In the treasury to what it was 
on March 4, 1893. The average cost of the 
silver bullion purchased under the Sher- 
man act was 71JV cents on the dollar. At 
this rate the seigniorage an the (18,000,000 
to be coined would bo to, 130,000, 


Salary Goes On. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The report that 


the First Presbyterian church had de- 
manded the resignation of the co-pastor, 
Rev. Adolos Allen, to make way for Dr. 
Talmage, it is stated, Is not correct. The 
officers of this church submitted to Mr. 
Allen a proposition to pay him his salary 
in full to Oct. 1, according to the contract 
made with him in September. Mr. Allen, 
it is stated, regards this to be consistent 
with his rights and self-respect, and in- 
tends, it is added, to willingly resign his 
position. 


Anti-Saloon Congress. 


CoHTMBCS, O., Jan. 23.—The Ohio Anti- 


Saloon congress opened in this city lost 
night with two big meetings. Bishop 
Watterson delivered the address of wel- 
come, Rev. Father McCleary of Minne- 
apolis, national president of the Catholic 
Total Abstinence union. Rev. Francis 
E. Clark of Boston and Dr. David H. 
Moore of Cincinnati delivered the princi- 
pal addresses. Dr. Clark said he favored 
the Anti-Saloon league because it was un- 
denominational.

Gen- 
eral Maximo Gomez is still at the planta- 
tion of Portugalte, near San Jose de las 
Lajas, about 30 kilometers from Habana. 
The eastern army of insurgents, under 
Jose Maceo and Babi, are still understood 
to be in the Sagua la G»mlo district of 
the province of Santa Clara, and moving 
westward.

CAMBRIDGE. Mass., Jan. S3.—The ex- 


tensive lumber yards of George W. Gale 
ft Co. were visited last night by a terrific 
conflagration. A large amount of stock 
was totally destroyed, two buildings were 
razed to the ground and six railroad 
freight cars were damaged, while one was 
totally destroyed. The loss Is estimated 
at I76.UOO.
